Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 173-175, and 177-179 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ruger et al. (4590697). Ruger et al. discloses a blocking piece (43) 
having a transverse cantilever projection (44) and blocking a longitudinally slidable firing 
element (33) with a radial cantilever projection (37) which extends downward (41 ), a 
positive stop (48) to limit the maximum downward position of the blocking piece, and the 
rearward trigger (16) motion cams the blocking piece to an unblocked position (see 
figure 14, column 4). A camming stud (48) engages a cam track (63) on the triggerbar 
(38) creating rotation relative to the trigger (see arrows next to ref.58 in figures 7 and 
12). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 161-172 are allowed. 

4. Claims 176, and 180 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
